‘Whose Land Is 
lt On Anyway? 


Lindsay councillors learned on 
Monday evening that one of Lind- 
say's landmarks, the Britton 
Building, is partly on town property. 
| ‘This bit of information was learned 
when the council attempted to find 
| out. who owned the property on 
| which a telephone booth stands 
| at the corner of Ridout and Lindsay 
| Street S. 

Town Clerk W. R. Allely stated 
that he had now received in writing 
|a statement from Oliver Smith 
surveyor, stating that the northerly 
line of Ridout Street passed in 
an easterly direction five inches 
north of the south edge of the brick 
wall of the Britton Building. This 
information was asked some time 
ago when the Bell Telephone Com- 
pany asked permission to erect a 
second telephone booth at that 
corner. It was learned that Mr. 
Polito, who owns the property had 
| claimed the area upon which the 
existing booth was standing and 
was also receiving the revenue from 
this booth, Subsequently a survey 
was made by Mr. Smith showing 
that the booth definitely stood on 
| town property and part of the Brit- 
| ton building also stood on town 
property. 

Ald. Lloyd Burrows stated that 
he had been in conversation with 
Mr. Polito and had been told that 
the booth extended about 12 inches 
onto the Polito property. He said 
that Mr, Polito had claimed that 
a private survey had revealed this. 
Ald. Burrows added that Mr. Polito 
had hinted that since the booth 
was located right on the corner 
he was going to seek redress in his 
business tax because he did nob 
have a corner business.

Cannington’s Judge-Lawyer 
Proud Of Its Achievements

“There are no drones around here 
—if we see any able-bodied men 
loafing around Cannington we tap 
them on the shoulder and teJ] them 
to get busy or we'll have the under- 
taker cart them off and bury them”. 
That's the way Cannington’s only 
lawyer and one of its most entbusi- 
astic citizens sums up the indus- 
triousness of that village’s citizens. 
He is Mason Horner, Judge of 
Ontario County’s Family Court, 
barrister businessman and goodwill 
ambassador. 

His honor points with pride to 
the fact that Cannington is the 
smallest community of the British 
Empire with a trust company in its 
midst. It is the location of the 
Victoria and Grey Trust Co., and 
in addition its banking needs are 
looked after by a branch of the 
Canadian Bank of Commerce. 

Judge Horner will also inform 
you that Cannington’s business 
assessment is about double that of 
Beaverton which has an estimated 
25 percent more population. 

The village of Cannington, is 
about 18 miles drive from Lindsay, 
is the home of Cereal Industries 
Ltd., a company which is managed 
by Leslie Thompson and manufac- 
tures Lipton’s soups. It is also the 
location of a thriving construction 
company operated by George Horn- 
er, son of the Judge, under the 
mame of “Onway” and one of the 
district's oldest foundries —The 
John McLachlan Foundry, estab- 
lished over 100 years ago and in 
continuous operation ever since, 

The village boasts its own weekly 
newspaper now owned by J. E. 
Roberts, who is proud of the fact 
that in its 77 years of publishing it 
has changed hands only three times. 
Mr. Roberts is a former Post 
employee and a cooperative booster 
of the place of his adoption. He 
serves as a member of the School 
Board. 

One of the things in which all 
Cannington takes pride is its very 
fine park. Cannington’s park is 
located just down the hill from All 
Saints’ Anglican Church and it is 
indeed a show place, On the left 


Civic Pride 


,of the entrance at the east end is 
the village’s cenotaph which records 
the sacrifice of its youth in war. 
Straight ahead is a footbridge 
which spans the Beaver River and 
leads to the Memorial Arena, the 
centre of the community's winter 
sports. The park includes a club 
house for lawn bowlers, a fountain, 
bowling greens, tennis court, swings 
‘in three sizes and some beautiful 
shrubs. It is a magnificent com- 
munity project which well recom- 
penses a visit to Cannington in 
itself. 

This village was incorporated in 
1874 and has made progress ever 
since. Its most recent achievement 
is the installation of its own water 
system. Gavin Brandon, village 
clerk, assessor and tax collector, says 
that revenue from the system has 
been sufficient to take care of 
operating expenses but has not yet 
reached the point where it contri- 
butes to retiring its capital cost. The 
affairs of Cannington are directed 
by Reeve Garnet Wilson and 
Councillors Morley Carter, Jim 
Sackville, Wm, Livingstone and Geo. 
Nicholson. » ' 

Unlike many smaller communities, 
Cannington is not without fire 
protection. It has an efficient 
volunteer brigade led by Chief 
Harry Graham and has at its dis- 
posal modern fire-fighting appara- 
tus. 
The village lays claim to having 
given to Canada a man who in his 
lifetime made great contributions 
to art. Reference is made to the 
late Robert Holmes. 

Another individual who has done 
much to put Cannington’s name on 
the map is T. A. Wilson, breeder of 
prizewinning horses and an author- 
ity on the construction of skating 
arenas. Up to now he has supervis- 
ed the building*of 34 covered rinks 
in Canada and has orders for more. 

Since bread is the staff of life, it 
wouldn't be right to close this story 
about Cannington without noting 
that it is the home of two men 
who pioneered in the distribution 
of bread and allied bakery products

Lindsay’s sewage disposal plant 
| is estimated to have cost $289,363.95 
A by-law authorizing the raising of 
debentures to pay this cosi was 
given two readings at the town 
council meeting on Monday evening. 
The by-law also included the cost 
to the town of last years paving 
program, $110,460.26. 

Town Clerk Allely, in presenting 
the by-law, explained that the or- 
iginal cost had been estimated at 
$230,000 for the sewage disposal 
plant. Later it had been found, he 
said, that the cost would! be great- 
er and the Ontario Municipal Board 
had granted an extra $60,000. The 
cost, he said, had just come under 
that mark. Incidentally, Reeve But- 
ler reported that the plant was now 
working properly. 

Mr. Allely also revealed that 
Lindsay's paving program last year, 
estimated at $208,000, had been 
completed at a cost of $204,793. Of 
this amount, he said, a grant had 
been made by the Department of 
Highways which paid $94,333 of the 
total. This left Lindsay's share 
$110,460. rs 

The by-law was givén two readings 
and will receive the final reading 
when it has been approved by the 
Ontario Municipal Board.

These changes do not, of course, represent the 
Cabinet remaking expected after the election, but which 
has not yet taken place. Some appraisal of new talent 
in the considerable majority of the Government was 
possible during the last session. Undoubtedly, there 
were some marked for their enterprise, energy and 
wise outlook. The Administration would be only pru- 
dent to avail itself of such qualities in the interests

From Residents To Build 
Their Own Sewer Laterals 


Lindsay's Council will now con- 
sider applications by Lindsay resi- 
dents to dig their own sewer laterals 
rather than pay the Board of 
Works $80 to do the job. This was 
the decision of council following | 

Monday evening’s meeting when} 
the matter of residents digging their 
own laterals beyond the street line | 
was brought up by Mayor Charles | 
Lamb. | 

At a May meeting cf the council 
following a request by Frank Shine, 
Adelaide Street N who wanted to 
dig his own sewer lateral, Mayor) 
Lamb gave notive of motion that 
he would ask that a town resolution 
prohibiting residents from digging 
their own laterals through to the 
main sewer be rescinded. When 
Deputy-reeve A. E. Hick, chair- 
man of the Board of Works, reach- 
ed the point in Monday's meeting 
where the motion was mentioned, 
he announced that he had made a 
survey of several municipalities and 
had found that “Lindsay was most 
generous.” He cited that in Belle- 
ville, residents were charged $100 
by the Board of Works for digging 
these laterals and were also assess- 
ed an addition 20 per cent to cover 
engineering and supervision costs. 
He stated that many municipalities 
did not assume maintenance for 
Iife either, as Lindsay did. Lind- 
say Board of Works charges $80 
for laymg a sewer lateral to the 
trunk sewer, 

He said that he objected to resi- 
dents digging their own sewers on 
the grounds of liability. He stated 
that he would like it to be under- 
stood that if a resident were to dig 
a lateral without assuming the 
liability, the town was lable in the 
event that someone claimed dam- 
ages. The town could, in turn, he 
said, then sue the resident who 
opened the sewer. “I don’t think 
many will want to dig their own 
sewer if they learn that it will

Ald. Harry Peirce remarked that 
a few years ago residents had been 
permitted to dig their own laterals 
and asked who had assumed the 
liability then. Mayor Lamb claim- 
ed that residents had been per- 
mitted to dig their own laterals 
until Robert Mitchell, the former 
engineer, had objected. Deputy- 
reeye Hick observed that present- 
ly the Board cleared about $5 on 
each lateral, with paying supervis- 
jon charges. 

Ald. Peirce said that he would 
let the resolution stand if the 
council would agree to let the man 
dig it who did not have $80 to pay 
for it, Deputy-reeve Hick claimed 
that a man who did not have $80 
would hardly be able to afford any 
liability. ; 

Mayor Lamb claimed that the 
Board of Health had ordered that 
sewers must be installed where pos- 
sible. Deputy-reeve Hick suggsted 
that the Mayor change that order 


of the Board of Health then. Mayor 
Lamb maintained that no one could 
change a Board of Health rulin. 

Deputy-reeve Hick: “I have no 
objection to residents digging their 
own sewers if the council is aware 
that the town is liable in the first 
case but can then make the own- 
er liable. I know we get more dam- 
age claims today than we did a few 
years ago because people are now 
claim conscious.” 

Ald. Cote said that he would agree 
to a plan to allow residents to 
spread the $80 payment over a 
period of time. He said that if res- 
idents were permitted to dig their 
own laterals, the Board of Works 
would have no record and would 
never be able to find the lateral if 
they needed to dig it up in years 
to come. 

Mayor Lamb relented and said 
that he would be satisfied if councli 
could assure him that any man who 
appeared before council would be 
permitted to dig his own lateral . 

Reeve Butler introduced a mo- 
tion that council should let the reso- 
lution stand but should grant any 
resident the privilege of digging 
his own lateral if he appeared be- 
fore council. Ald. McQuarrie sec- 
onded the motion on the proviso that 
the word “grant” be changed to 
“consider.” 

Deputy-reeve Hick suggested that 
a form be drafted outlining the 
responsibilities and liabilities of 
persons digging their own laterals 
and asked if the insurance policies 
carried by the town would cover 
the town sufficiently. 

“Oh yes it will” 
sald. 

“Then I will put a motion asking 
the insurance company if we are 
covered,” replied Deputy-reeve Hick. 

“Let sleeping dogs Ne”, sald May- 
or Lamb. 

The motion to let the by-law 
or resolution stand was carried.

Thunder Bridge 
in Throes Of 
Reconstruction 


The Thunder Bridge, on the 
county road cut off west of Lind- 
say, has carried its last vehicle. 
The bridge is presently in the 
throes of reconstruction and when 
completed will be nearly twice as 
wide as formerly and considerably 
quieter. 

The bridge, which got it’s name 
from the rumbling that emanated 
from the loose planking on the floor, 
has been standing in that location 
since sometime in the 19th century. 
True, it has been replaced two or 
three times and the present struc- 
ture was there only about 30 years. 
The bridge spans a C. N. R. line 
which cuts the road in this area. 

The bridge is being rebuilt by 
the C, N. R. and a crew has been 
on the job for some time now tear- 
ing down the old bridge. Accord- 
ing to a decision handed down by 
the Board of Transport Commis- 
sioners, the railway will build the 
bridge and the County of Victoria 
will be responsible for the work on 
the approaches and the buying of 
any Jand necessary, This work by 
the county cannot be begun until 
the new bridge has been set. 

The new bridge will also have a 
wooden floor but will be 24 feet 
wide. The fofmer bridge was 12 
feet wide and two cars could meet 
but seldom tried it because the drop 
off the edge offered only the 
tracks and railbed below. The 
flooring in the old bridge had been 
Jaid on steel stringers which allow- 
ed the planks to vibrate and move 
when a load was passing over thus 
making a thunder-like sound that. 
could be heard for a considerable 
distance. 

The bridge, which carries a great 
deal of tourist’ traffic in the summer 
will have a 15-ton limit.

The town engineer will make a 
survey of sidewalks to be built this 
year in order that council will be 
able to decide how those sidewalks 
will be paid for. Deputy-reeve Hick 
chairman: of the Board of Works, 
asked council members how they 
planned to pay for long stretches of 
sidewalks which were to be replaced 
this year and members, meeting 09 
Monday evening, asked Town En- 
gineer Strachan to make a survey 
of the lengths of sidewalks to be 
built that council could better judge 
the cost and decide how to raise the 
the money. 


Mr, Hick told council that there 
had been a number of requests for 
new sidewalks this year. Some of 
these walks had been down for 20 
or. 30 years, said Mr. Hick, and 
some stretches of walk to be re- 
placed were 600 teet long and longer. 
He asked council to make some uni- 
form policy stating whether these 
long strips would be paid for out 
of the appropriation or hy local 
improvement. He said that the) 
Board of Works would be quite will- 
ing to replace short strips out of 
the appropriation but longer strips 
would be costly. He said that he 
objected to these larger jobs being 
done out of the general rate because 
residents, in newer parts of the 
town, who were presently paying for 
new sidewalks as a local jmprove- 
ment would also be asked to help 
pay for walks in another part of 
town. 

Ald. Peirce claimed that the resi- 
dents living beside these older Side_ 
walks had already paid for them 
once. “Why should they pay for 
them again?” he asked, 

Mayor Lamb expained that side- 
walks were like new cars, they wear 
out and have to be replaced. He 
then turned to Deputy-reeve Hick 
and said that with an appropriation 
of $50,000 he should be able to re- 
place the shorter strips of sidewalk 
and said that the appropriation 
“would stand a lot of small repairs.” 

“Pay attention Your Worship” 
replied Deputy-reeve Hick who then 
explained that he had just agreed 
to do what the Mayor had suggested_ 
He said that he was talking only 
of the long strips which weuld ac- 
count for considerable expenditure. 

“Show me some of those long 
strips” said Mayor Lamb. Deputy- 
reeve Hick claimed that there were 
long strips on Glenelg and Mel-

“We give a lot away in Lindsay 
that is charged for in Toronto and 
its suburbs” said Deputy-reeve AE. 
‘Hick at Monday evening’s meeting 
of town council while addressing 
members re a request for sewer. An 
Adelaide Street resident had com- 
plained to council that he had been 
asked to pay sewer rental and had 
also been asked to promisp not to 
stop sewers from being projected 
past his property. 

Frank Shine, Adelaide Street N., 
had appeared before council in 
May when he asked permission to 
dig his own sewer lateral, a request 
that prompted Mayor Lamb to ask 
that the by-law prohibiting resi- 
dents from digging thelr own sewers 
be rescinded. At Monday evening's 
meeting, Mr. Shine reported that he 
had earlier been asssured that as 
soon as the new engineer came he 
would get action. He said hehad 
been talking simce with Mr, Costain, 
Board of Works foreman, who had 
visited the site with the engineer, 
and had been told that everything 
was alright except that there was a 
“catch” to it. The “catch” turned 
out to be a request that Mr. Shine

General Dwight Eisenhower has 
told a Washington press conference 
that any nation now planning to 
start a global war would be foolish. 

Im order to start a war, Eisen- 
hower said, any nation must be 
able to be two things: 

First, win instantly, and second- 
ly, be certain that it can win a 
global war in the long rm. 

He emphasized that no nation 
can win a world war instantly. 


He said the aggressive nation would |” 


need a ready stockpile of everything 
for such combat. 

Therefore, he said, the chances of 
a deliberately planned global war 
are not great. 

He was asked whether the N-A- 
T-O arms should be ready to move 
upon any sign of a crack in the 
iron curtain. He replied that he be- 
lieved it is impossible for free coun- 
tries to maintain forces ready to 
strike on a moment's notice. 

Eisenhower said the conflicts in 
Korea and Indo-China have “Just: 
as important implications as in any 
other section of the world.”

LEVEL CROSSING TRAGEDIES 

Another level crossing tragedy in the Lindsay area 
focusses attention om the need for particular care 
when approaching a railway crossing. 

There have been two fatal accidenta at the first 
railway crossing out of Lindsay on the Peterborough 
highway and yet it could not be termed an unusually 
hazardous crossing as level crossings go. It is fairiy 
well marked with the crossing signs being placed 
several hundred feet back from the approaches. One 
would think that these signs should be ample warning 
to motorists to be on the alert but it is apparent that 
they are not sufficient to arrest the attention of every- 
one and the question arises: How can these danger 
points be indicated so as to register with every passing 
driver? 

Pending the finding of the answer to that question 
about the only thing which can be done is to appeal 
to motorists to be on the lookout for crossing signs 
and heed them. Most of these crossing signs recom- 
mend a speed limit of 26 miles per hour and it might 
surprise 2 number of drivers to learn how long it takes 
to bring a vehicle to a stop even at this speed and 
with 2 modern car. 

Every level crossing is a point of danger and there 
are few train-car collisions on'record which ended 
favorably for the -car.

GOVERNMENT MUST REALIZE 
TREND IS AGAINST IT 

The Progressive Conservative victory in Ontario 
Riding in Monday's by-election was not the only posi- 
tive indication on that day that the trend of public 
opinion is against the government. There were six 
by-elections on Monday. Four of them were won by 
the Progressive Conservatives and two by the Liberais. 
Three of the seats won by the Progressive Conserva- 
tives were formerly Liberal, as were the two retained 
by the government party. The other seat was formerly 
Progressive-Conservative, and was retained. 

The election in Ontario Riding was dealt with in 
this paper recently. It was to a large extent a 
personal victory of Oshawa’s popular and capable 
mayor, Michael Starr over two comparatively little 
known candidates. That same personal element, how- 
ever, is not likely to have been the deciding factor in all 
of the government defeats. The loss of three seats, 
one in Ontario, one in New Brimswick and one in 
Quebec shows clearly that the support which gave the 
Liberal party its overwhelming majority in 1949 iz 
declining sharply. ; 

Even in the riding of North Waterloo, Ontario, 
which the Liberals won. the majority of over 10,000 
gamed by Louis Breithaupt in 1949 was cut down to 
a mere 1500 by an aggressive woman Progressive 
Conservative candidate. 

By-elections serve a very useful purpose as straws 
to show which way the wind is blowing. They can 
also be useful in Indicating to the government whether 
its policies are being met with approval or otherwse, 
Monday's results should be 2 warning to the govern- 
Ment that its record of the last three years has not 
been such as to maintain a high level of public support. 
It has lost seats consistently in by-elections. It looks 
as if there will have to be a re-assessment of both 


policy and performance if the government wishes to 
retain the confidence of the people to 2 greater degree 


than was shown in the by-elections of Monday.

Zipper Problems 

It was interesting to read about 
Slide fasteners ealled zippers. How 
many times have mothers been ex- 
asperated with them when their 
children have jammed that in- 
tricate mechanism. Although a slide 
fastener may look like a minor mir- 
acle, its operation is actually quite 
simple, this article says. “First, 
examine the fastener for missing 
or damaged teeth. If this is the 
trouble, you'll have to buy a new 
zipper—but it rarely is. Almost 
invariably, the fault is due to im- 
proper operation of the slide itself, 
and ** will fall into three common 
types. First, slide jammed by 
loose threads, or by a bit of cloth, 
p--per, etc., which bas somehow 
worked its way in. Often this can 
be remedied by introducing a pair 
of nail scissors into the slide, cut- 
ting out the extraneous matter 
that is causing the jam. If you 
don’t succeed, pry the side part way 
open, remove the thread, cloth, etc., 
and then follow the method for 
faults 2 and 3. Slide slips off one 
side of the fastener; or 3 slide moves 
up and down the fastener but fails 
to close it. This is because the 
slide is deformed, and doesn’t mesh 
the teeth properly. In this case 
you'll have to remove the slide. You 
can do this by cutting a few stit- 
ches that hold the top of the zip- 
per to the garment, and then pry- 
ing off the stops that are clamped 
to the top of the cloth tape. The 
slide will then go up to the top 
of the zipper and slide right off. 
Next bend the jaws of the slide 
with a pair of pliers or in a vise un- 
til they are exactly parallel. Now 
{f you've got the kind of zipper 
that separates at the bottom, simp- 
ly put the slide back on the fast- 
ener with the large bottom stop, 
clamp the two top stops back onto 
the tape, and you're finished.” Well, 
that's how to do it.’

Dr. Benson E. Ginsburg, associate 
professor and chairman of the 
natural science staff in the College 
of the University of Chicago, re- 
ported that heredity may determine 
whether or not brain function is 
improved through treatment with 
glutamic acid. Reporting with Dr, 
Eugene Roberts, Washington Uni- 
versity, he also announced district 
differences in the way male and 
female brains with certain heredi- 
tary backgrounds responded to glu_ 
tamic acid.

Dr, Moore based his address, one 
of a series, on the topic “The Church | 
is the Body”. Prefacing his remarks | 
by admonishing his listeners not | 
to confuse the church with other | 
community activities and stated | 
| that “it is so easy to place the} 
| church on the same level as organi- | 
zations of other types in the com- 
| munity.” He cited the recent report | 
that a Court ruling in Detroit had | ; 
prevented a church from being | 
erected in a residential area in the | 
city. He said that the minister and | 
his supporters had worked for two | 
years to have the church built only 
to be stopped when about 15 resi- 
dents of the area held that the 
erection of a church in that area 
was a contravention of the zoning 
| by-law. The Court justice, he said, 
{had upheld this and had claimed 
| that the church would destroy the 
residential character of the disrtict, 
Among other objections, Dr. Moore 
noted that the judge had claimed 
that the church might create noise. 
“We don’t create enough noise” he 
| said that he had no thought of 
| questioning the court but thought 
| that “a community which rates a 
chureh along with a theatre or} 
classes it as a nuisance has lost 
| touch.”” 
| Dr Moore then turned to the | 
| matter of the church being Christ's 
body. He asked his audience nob to 
think of a body as being made up 
| of constitent elements but only as 
|an agent of understanding. He | 
| mentioned instances where persons 
| had refusd to join a church ‘“be- 
| cause so and so is a member and he 
is a hypocrite’, “There is always 
room for one more” observed Dr. 
Moore “But the church is not to be 
judged on its constituent elements,” 

“The life principles and the life 
purposes of the church of Jesus 
Christ and what Christ sought to 
do, so the church is seeking to do. 
That is to pring people into living, 
loving relationship with God” said 
Dr. Moore. “So long as a church 
is true to that theory, it is a church 
and not a casual social gathering or 
@ problem”. 

“There are some marks of the 
living body that we must remember" 
he said. He recalled that Paul had 
urged unity and added that the 
parts only haye justification when 
they are functioning. In explaining 
his point of unity, Dr. Moore cited 
the history of the Huguenots of 
France who had banded together 
and called themselves the “Com- 
rades of the Oath.” “There are 
varieties in the ritual” said he, “but 
we all ought to be ‘comrades in the 
oath’.” To illustrate, Dr. Moore told 
of a padre during the war consoling 


to the padre that he did not be- 
long to his church. “But you belong | 
to my God" replied the padre, said 
Dr. Moore. 

A second mark of a living body, 
said he, was the mark of growth. He 
explained that he did not mean 
growth simply in size, or member- 
ship or budgets, although this was | 
a constant desire, but a growth | 
measured in terms of understanding 
in the faith of the individual mem- 
bers of the church. | 

Dr. Moore concluded by stating 
that the church was now the front 
| line between truth and falsehood | 
and other evils and asked that the 
ministers and laymen present lead 
their church to “express that which 
He came to express.”

Places to go... 


Sturgeon Point--Blythe Farm 


For a motor trip which combines 
scenic and historic sights it is hard 
to beat a drive to Sturgeon Point 
with a pause on the way to look 
at Blythe Farm. To reach these 
places it {s only necessary to follow 
the main highway from Lindsay to 
Fenelon Falls, proceed to the north- 
eastern outskirts of the village and 
turn right at the service station. 
The distance to Sturgeon Point is 
about 25 miles, F 

Blythe Farm, the first point of 
call and the place where early Can- 
adian history was made, is reached 
by turning right at the first cross- 
road on the Sturgeon Point road. 
It is clearly marked and stands at 
the end of & narrow gravel road 
bordered by beautiful trees. 

Blythe Farm is located in what 
was once known as the “Newcastle 
District” of Upper Canada which 
was first colonized in the early 
1800s. The farm was cleared and 
settled by John Langton, who 
emigrated from England to the 
district in 1833. There are two books 
in circulation today which record 
the early history of the “Newcastle 
District.” They are based to a large 
extend on the experiences of the 

» Langton family. One of these is 
“Early History of Upper Canada”, 
and the other “A Gentlewoman in 
Upper Canada”, The latter is made 
up to a large extent of excerpts from 
@ sort of journal which was kept by 
Anne Langton, sister of John, the 
man who pioneered Blythe Farm. 
Both books, particularly the latter 
mentioned, contain vivid descrip- 
tions of pioneer life in the district. 

The original home of the Langton 
family still stands to-day and a part 
of it is still lived in. However, a 
visit to it forces one to conclude 
that unless immediate steps are 
taken, it will’ soon be too late to 
preserve even the better portion of 
it. Part of the dwelling has already 
fallen into complete disrepair by 
reason of the collapse of a huge 
chimney which served three fire- 
Places and other heating units. 
When it crumbled and fell it took 
with it a large portion of the pre- 
viously habitable house. What caus- 
ed if to collapse is something of a 
mystery, and the present owner, Mr. 
Oscar Graham who was living in 
the house at the time, says there 
Was @ rumble like thunder and 
down it came, Great clouds of dust 
from the falling masonry hung in 
the air for some time after the 
collapse, Mr, Graham relates. 

Of that portion of the house still 
standing, perhaps the most mterest_ 
ing room is the one which is panell- 
ed in butternut. It is a splendid 
monument to the skill of those early 
craftsmen although much would 
need to be done now to restore it to 
its original beauty, 

There are many legends connect- 
ed with Blythe Farm. One of these 
concerns the making of whisky and 
its subsquent loss. John Langton is 
reported to have made four casks 
of whisky which he later buried for 
aging and safekeeping, When he 


endeavored to locate them again 
it is claimed that he could only 
find two, The other two are, pre- 
sumably, still buried on the farm. 

The house is located on a hill 
commanding a magnificent view 
of the lake and as one gazes out 
across the land, the imaginution is 
stirred to try and picture the scenes 
of those early days. At one txme the 
estate comprised five buildings 
used for various purposes. 

The present owners of the farm, 
Mr, and Mrs. Oscar Graham, live in 
an attractive brick house further 
up the hill fram the Langton home. 
Blythe Farm passed from the Lang- 
ton famliy to Mr. Robt. Graham, 
and the children of Mr, and Mrs, 
Oscar Graham are the fifth gen- 
eration to be brought up on this 
homestead. The present brick dwelt- 
ing was built over 70 years ago and 
the custom for four generations was 
for the children to first establish 
housekeeping in the Langton house, 
then eventually advance to the new 
home. 

The Grahams are hospitable 
people and on the occasion of this 
visit Mrs. Graham showea the 
writer some excellent framed prints 
of the original homestead. These 
were drawn by Anne Langton who 
was an artist in her own right. 

To continue the trip—Going back 
to the Sturgeon Point road and 
turning right to complete the jour- 
new, the route takes you to the 
summit of a height of land which 
commands a splendid view of the 
district and Sturgeon Point is not 
far off. 

The Point is heavily wooded and 
is made up of many beautiful sum- 
mer homes with a handful of year_ 
round residences. It is possible to 
drive along the lakeshore for some 
distance — on the one hand com- 
manding an excellent view of the 
lake and on the other, @ view of 
many of Sturgeon Point's fine sum- 
mer homes. Many of these summer 
estates were developed when ex- 
panse of home and lawn were in 
vogue. This resort area was one of 
the earliest to gain popularity on 
Sturgeon Lake. It was a principal 
port of call for steamers which used 
to Dlay the waters in years past. 

While travelling along the road 
to Sturgeon Point it was interesting 
to have been informed by Mr, Gra- 
ham of Blythe Farm, that the late 
A. O. Hogg, founder of Hogg and 
Lytle Ltd. Mariposa (mow owned 
by Master Feeds Ltd.), is believed 
to have been the first man to have 
driven a motor car over the road. 
The trip was not uneventiul says 
Mr, Graham, who recalls that the 
car frightened a team of horses and 
eaused quited an uproar. Eventually 
things wera righted, both car and 
horses got under way again -and 
motor travel to Sturgeon Point waz 
inaugurated.

Accordingly, officers of 
this Department have been making 
certain investigations and by the 
time the rumours had resulted In a 
direct report to the police office, I 
was satisfied that no doped or 
marihuana cigarettes were being 
peddled or given to girls in Lindsay. 

“The first and only official report 
received at this office was the basis 
for a more direct investigation and 
in addition to our work here, I 
telephoned the Anti-Drug Squad of 
the Royal Canadian Mounted Police 
at Toronto and was informed that 
there was absolutely no indication 
of marihuana being used ar peddled 
in this part of the Province. Au- 
thorities of Provincial Government 
Institutions were also contacted and 
they also reported in Keeping with 
the one received from the Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police. 

“My investigations and those of 
Constables Mark and Eber{s indi- 
cated that only two girls might have 
received and smoked marihuana 
cigarettes and when this was thor- 
oughly investigated it showed:- 

1. The girl concerned in the 
6tories did not bring any drug- 
ged cigarettes to Lindsay, let

About Birds 


Great Blue Heron 


To see the Great Blue Heron fish- 
ing in open shallow water, standing 
apparently motionless on his great 
long legs until his prey comes with- 
in reach is a sight which some 
outdoor enthusiasts have had the 
privilege of viewing these early 
spring days. This, the largest heron 
in Canada, is throughout its range, 
mistakenly called the Blue Crane 
It is not a crane however and its 
great stature, with long slender legs, 
and straight sharply pointed bill 
and chacteristic blue colour makes 
this bird known to the general pub- 
lic, 

The nesting 1s usually carried out 
in large communities in wet woods, 
such as tamarack, ash or elm 
swamps. The nests are large bulky 
structures of sticks in tree tops. 
There is a well known heronry on 
the island in Lake Simcoe, If such 
heronries are destroyed by sports- 
men they are seldom if ever repopu- 
lated. Birds breeding in communities 
are seldom driven away but remain 
until all individuals composing the 
heronry are exterminated. 

It is an imposing sight to see the 
great bird stil hunting. With a 
lightning stroke of its great bill it 
secures its prey as it stands statues_ 
quely on the outskirts of the pool. 
Their food is almost entirely animal 
in its nature, consisting majnly of 
frogs, snakes and small fish, usually 
of no economic importance, Occa- 
sionly herons may visit trout streams 
where they meander through open 
meadows, but such cases are rare. 
Sometimes the heron visits the 
pound nets of fishermen, but the 
limited size of their gullets prevent 
their taking anything of economic 
importance, 

This picturesque bird is becoming 
scree, as their size makes them 
pecullarably liable to the senseless 
persecution which seems to follow 
all our large birds. The Great Lakes 
Region is a favourite haunt of this 
unique bird and it is a well known 
fact that these birds carry the spoils 
of their labour many miles to their 
young in the heronry nests,

Lindsay Council Okays 
Additional School Bill 
But Vote Not Unanimous 


‘The Lindsay Couneil, at a special 
meeting on Tuesday evening, @p- 
proved an application by the 
Victoria County District High 
School Board asking for an addi- 
tional $93,000 to build the additions 
to the L.C.. and the Fenelon Falls 
High School. The matter had been 
brought up at a committee meeting 
of council on Monday evening but 
was not decided upon until Tuesday 
evening, following a report by Reeve 
Richard Butler and Deputy-reeve 
A. E. Hick who related the account 
of the High School Board's meet- 
ing with the county council. There 
was considerable discussion before 
the application was approved by 
the Lindsay council, A vote resulted 
on a split of five in favour, three 
against 

Before the County Council can 
approve the additional expenditure, 
all the municipalities in the Dis- 
trict must make application to the 
County Council. None have yet been 
received because the matter has 
come up only in the past few days. 

Mayor Lamb led off the discussion 
on Monday evening by asking 
“When is this going to stop?” He 
claimed that there should be a 
“deadline some where” and suggest- 
ed that $93,000 was a considerable 
amount of money to ask for on such 
short notice. 

Ald. Harry Peirce, had 
brought his lunch for the long ses- 
sion, said that he had heard some 
complaints from residents 
about the transportation problem 
involved in the District system. He 
claimed that many parents were not 
happy to see their children travel 
a rouiid trip of from 50 to 60 miles 
daily to attend school. 

Since some members of council 
seemed to be of the opinion that 
a tender had been accepted only to

totalling $93,000, Deputy-reeve Hick 
stated that the lowest tender offer- 
ed on either job had ade the 
cost of the two schools, Lindsay and 
Fenelon Falls $93,000 more than 
originally set by the architects, 
whose figures had been used in 
applying for the debenture issue of 
$1,050,000, 

Members then approved a motion 
asking council, to consider the mat- 
ter at a special meeting called for 
Tuesday evening to discuss the fin- 
ancing of the sewage disposal plant, 

At the Victoria County Council 
meeting Tuesday morning, a dele- 
gation from the Victoria County 
District High School Board met the 
members to explain their position, 
Dr. Foster Graham, of Fenelon 
Falls, chairman of the Board, and 
Victoria County's representative, 
told the members that an estimate 
of $1,050,000 had been placed on 
all the work and furnishings by the 
architects last year. This amount, 
he said, had been allowing $900,000 
for the additions and alterations 
to the L.C.I. and $150,000 for the 
additions to the Fenelon Falls High 
School. 

He recalled that when the first 
tenders had been opened it was 
found that they were much higher 
than this estimate, The Board then, 
he said, had ordered \the architect 
to consult these contractors in an 
effort to cut the prices down by 
substitutions and diletions. These 
had been made subsequently, he 
said, and a contract had }een ac- 
cepted on May 27th subject to the 
approval of the Department of Edu- 
cation. But these prices, said Dr, 
Graham,’ had left only $35,000, or 
thereabouts, for furnishings, which 
had been estimated at $115,000, thus 
making it necessary for more money 
to be raised by debenture, 


Nowadays walking is something 
people do for exercise but within 
the lifetime of 87-year-old Vicars 
Cosh of Bobcaygeon it was once a 
main means of getting places, Mr. 
Cosh can recall when it was fairly 
commonplace to walk to Peter- 
borough, a distance of 24 or 25 miles, 
and he has done it himself. He sJso 
remembers that it was not unusual 
to walk to Haliburton from Bob- 
caygeon. One man who performed 
this feat in years past was C. Rus- 
sell Stewart a former owner of the 
Bobcaygeon Independent, the vil- 
lage’s weekly newspaper. 

Mr. Cosh, whose father emigrated 
to Bobcaygeon from the Isle of 
Wight, is a man who can remember 
a great deal about the early de- 
velopment of the village, His father, 
a bricklayer by trade, was the man 
who built one of the village’s first 
brick dwellings. It still stands in 
excellent condition on William St. 
and was built for the late Joseph 
Graham, one time Crown Land 
Agent for the district. 

Building with brick in those days 
Was not as expensive as one might 
imagine, falling far short of today's 
prevailing costs. Bricks at that time 
were being made by Sam Fox at 
Lindsay and delivered by scow to 
Bobcaygeon for $5 per thousand. 
Speaking of costs as related to 
modern and old times, Mr. Cosh 
differs with some people in his views 
concerning economic conditions now 
and then, He holds that, people 
“won't economize now but they had 
to in those days.” 

It may come as a surprise to 
many readers to learn that Bob- 
caygeon was the home of a man 
who carried out extensive experi- 
ments in cross-breeding buffaloes 
with cattle. Nevertheless it is a 
truth and the man who carried out 
the experiments was. the late Mos- 
som Boyd. He tried with some degree 
of success.to cross buffaloes with 
Poll Angus cattle, using the male 
buffalo and Poll Angus cow, This 
in itself is a story and warrants 
a separate article at a future date. 
Suffice to say at this time that the 
head of the first buffalo Boyd 
imported to the Bobcaygeortf district 
is now mounted in the municipal 
office and the remnants of tne herd 
after experimentation, along with 
some of the surviving cross-breeds, 
were shipped to Wainwright, Al- 
berta. At the moment Boyd's ex- 
periments are being carricd out 
there in reverse.--The male being 
of domestic cattle stock and the fe- 
male of buffalo stock. 

Bobcaygeon today is more con- 
cerned with development of its 
great tourist attractions than with 


any other industry, although it is 
still the centre of extensive lum- 
bering operations with several large 
outfits maintaining camps each 
season, 

For tourist purposes and because 
of its location in the centre of the 
Kawartha Lakes chain, Bobeaygeon 
is termed “The Hub of the Ka- 
warthas”. Its population of 1,200 
fluctuates tremendously with the 
coming and going of summer visit- 
ors. The Village is located between 
Sturgeon and Pigeon Lakes and is 
bisected at two points by the Otona- 
bee Rivers—two rivers which, for 
official purposes, both carry the 
same name. 

In marked contrast to a few years 
back the village is now reached by 
improved highway, rail, water and 
air, Only this spring, Bruce Kellett, 
whose farm is located on the high- 


way from Lindsay near the village's | 
outskirts, had an airstrip approved | 


by the Ontario Minister of High- 
ways. Several tourists use planes 
now to fly to their summer homes 
and it is to encourage this trade to 
come to Bobcaygeon that the air 
strip was developed. As recently 
as 1904, 72 years after the area 
was first settled, there wasn’t even 
train service to the-village. It was 
in that year that the CPt. built 
a line from Burketon to Bobcay- 
geon via Lindsay. 

K. A. Nesbitt, furniture dealer, is 
president of Bobcaygeon’s Cham- 
ber of Commerce and a village boos_ 
ter. He says he believes Bobcaygon 
has, besides its tourist attractions, 
some industrial potentialities which 
may interest anyone seeXing to 
start im business, expand or re- 
locate. There are no industrial 
buildings available, he discloses, but. 
notes that there are several attrac- 
tive sites, He says he is sure local 
authorities would make attractive 
concessions to prospective iudustry. 
“We need industry to provide win- 
ter employment and give us greater 
economic stability,” he declares. 

Upon entering this village, the 
traveller is impressed -with its 
beauty -- natural and man-made. 
Its main street is lined with modern, 
attractively fronted shops to service 
any needs and it conveys the im- 
pression of being an enterprising 
community which is confirmed by 
meeting its people, 

The village boasts among other

land surveyor, two doctors, a den- 
tist, a pulmotor service, a bank, 
three barbers, two beauty shops, 
a Kinsmen Club an information

school is an economic blow to the | 
town (4) Lindsay may not oe able | 
to accommodate all pupils on the 
basis of its present high school 
expansion program. 

Those who like boating wnile on 
holidays find Bobcaygeon a good 
place to be around because it is the 
home of one of the Kawartha Lakes 
most progressive boat works. Gor- 
don’s Boat Works is owned by Ted 
Gordon and every year he services 
hundreds of craft, In addition he is 
‘a manufacturer of various types of 
inland water craft. 

“There is a group of attractive 
wayside tables across the road from 
the village’s Information Bureau 
which provide pleasantly located ac- 
commodation for the traveller who 
likes food picnic style. These tables 
and benches are painted in an 
appealing red, green, white and 
yellow colour scheme. 

‘An unusual war shrine, erected to 
the memory of native sons who died 
in World War One stands at one 
end,of this roadside park. It is a 
unique, dome-shaped stone structure 
which affords constant shelter to 
the honour roll within and wreaths 
which are placed in commemorat- 
ion. Lovely flowers and shrubbery 
border the short walk leading up to 
it from the street . 

A historic monument “which 
stands at the edge of the Trent 
Canal was erected in 1938 and bears 
the following inscription:

This monument reflects some of 
the historic background of the vil- 
lage, background of which the 
residents are proud and about which 
more will be written another time, 


One of the world’s most modert. 
ovens, using infra-red rays for 
baking bread, has been installed in 
the Victoria Ayenue bakery of the 
Trent Valley Baking Company. 


In this new oven, the company 
explains, infra-red rays transmit 
heat right to the centre of the 
loaf, permitting a smooth even bak- 
ing not possible with conventional 
ovens. Only four other bakery ov- 
ens of this type have been install- 
ed anywhere in the world. 

“Installation of the new oven Is 
part of a full-scale program of 


modernization and renovation whtcn 


has-been planned to give the Trent 
Valley bakery the most up-to-date 
equipment possible,” says Manager 
Stewart Bryson. 

Mr. Bryson, who comes from a 
family with years of experience in 
the baking industry and who work- 
ed up from the bake shop to his 
present position, said the public 
will be invited to tour the bakery 
and inspect the new equipment at 


a later date.

speed on conyeyor belts, 50 each 
loaf spends exactly the same am- 
ount of time—27 minutes—in the 
oven. 

In the new infra-bake oven, 68 
individual burners, using propane 
yas, heat’ small porcelain reflectors, 
which transmit infra-red rays, 
These rays are converted into heat 
when they strike the pans of bread 
and the heat is evenly distributed 
throughout the entire loaf, 

After baking, the brea is rem- 
oved from pans and taken to an 
ingenious machine that slices and 
wraps each loaf for delivery to the 
customers. 

In charge of actual baking at 
the bread shop is Jack Fitsell, a 
veteran of two wars and a lifelong 
resident of Lindsay. He and Jim 
Martin, foreman at the Queen 
Street cake shop who came to Lind- 
say shortly after his discharge from 
the army at the end of the Second 
World War, combine more than 50 
years’ experience in the baking in- 
dustry. Mr. Bryson, manager of the 
bakery for eight years, has lived in 
Lindsay for 13 years while Mr. Hill- 
jer moyed here a year ago from To- 
ronto.

Estimate $26,000 
Needed To Widen 
Lindsay St. S. 


The Town of Lindsay has ordered 
the engineer's, estimate of the wid- 
ening of Lindsay Street S. sent to 
the Department of Highways for 
approval. At Monday evening's com- 
mittee meeting, Deputy-reeve A. E. 
Hick reported that the engineer, 
Mr. Strachan, had completed a 
preliminary estimate.

The Victoria County Council has 
had fts first report of the opera~ 
tions of the Ross Memorial Hospi- 
tal since a second representative of 
the council has been named to the 
Hospital Board of Governors. Ex- 
warden James Butler, the appointee, 
and Warden L. R. Wenster, mem~- 
ber of the Board ex-officio, tabled 
their report at the June session of 
the Victoria County Council on 
Tuesday afternoon. In the report, 
the county representatives give a 
detailed account of the Board's work 
in the past year. 
During the January 1951 Session 
of the Council of the County of 
Victoria a delegation from the | 
Board of Governors of the Ross 
Memorial Hospital Lindsay, com- 
posed of the following officials — 
Mr. H. S. Johnston, Chairman of 
the Board; Mr. T. H. Stinson, Q.C., 
Governor; Mr. Charles Lamb, May- 
or of Lindsay, ex officio Governor, 
apepared before Council requesting z 
@ grant. 
The delegation informed the 
Council that their operating deficit 
for the year 1950 was approximately 
$32,000. which included a write off 
of about $10,000. for depreciation: 
The reasons avance for the defic- 
it was stated as due to the changed 
economic conditions. Considerable 
discussion followed and specific 
suggestions were made to the dele- 
gation such as increasing rates, 
obtaining the services of a business 
administrator to improve efficiency 
and wholesale purchasing of food 
supplies.

In the 
same district another church has 
61, and yet another sect 41 minis- 
ters, he told the 400 delegates in 
Toronto yesterday.

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Truman Asks 
Temporary 
Seizure Law 


Washington, June 10— BUP — 
President Truman has asked the 
American. Congress for legislation 
authorizing him to seize the steel 
industry and run it until the con- 
tract quarrel is settled. Truman 
made the request before a joint 
session of Congress. 

Truman, in an extraordinary per- 
sonal appearance before a joint 
session of Congress, said a “prop- 
erly drafted” seizure law can assure 
steel production, treat both parties 
“fairly” and encourage collective 
bargaining. 

“T hope the Congress will act 
quickly,” Truman said, “The issue 
of peace or war hangs in the bal- 
ance, and steel is a vital_element in 
the outcome.” 

“The issue is squarely up to 
Congress,” the President said. “I 
hope the Congress will meet it by 
enacting fain and effective legisla- 
tion,” 

Truman said use of Talf-Hartley 
law injunction would be “grossly 
unfair” to 650-thousand striking CI. 
O. United Steelworkers because they 
had postponed their walkout many 
times before finally striking June 
2nd. 

If, however, Congress wants an 
injunction against the strike, the 
president said, it should direct the 
president to seek such court order 
without waiting for the appoint- 
ment and report of a fact finding 
board as required by the Taft-Har- 
tley Act. 

, The Taft-Hartley approach, Tru- 
man said, would be unwise, unfair, 
and quite possibly ineffective.” 

Truman went before the joint 
session of Congress 16 hours after 
the steel negotiations collapsed at 
the White House last night.

He predicted that 


Sonya Barn Destroyed 
In Sunday’s Storm 


—oO Sonya (PNS) — 


This district 
didn't escape as lightly from Sun- 
day night's thunderstorm as it at 
first appeared. 

Directly attributed to the storm 
is the loss of a barn on the Neil 
Ferguson farm, Sonya. The barn 
known locally as south barn, was de 
stroyed by fire after it had been 
struck by lightning at the onset of 
the storm. Neighbours say the bolt 
seemed to touch off an explosion 
within the barn and scattered 
boards over a considerable area 
before the fire started, 

Lost besides the building were 
five sheep, a hayloader, over 500 
bushels of grain and a rake. 

For a while the house on the 
property which is rented by Mr. 
and Mrs. Art Finley seemed to 
stand a slim chance of surviving 
the onslaught of flaming emb- 
ers which were blown onto its 
roof by the strong northwest- 
erly wind accompanying the 
storm. The barn fire had 
made considerable progress be- 
fore the drenching downpour 
which followed later had com- 
menced. Several times memb- 
ers of the volunteer brigade 
had to beat out fires started on 
the roof of the house before the 
battle to save the house was 
won. One member of the bri- 
gade, a son of the’ owner, suf- 
fered badly burned hands. 
Although the house was in great 

danger throughout the fire it was 
due entirely to the force of the 
wind carrying the burning embers 
from the blazing barn. Both build- 
ings were actually quite a distance 
apart and had the wind not been 
blowing, it is the opinion of wit- 
nesses that the danger to the house 
would have been slight. 

Reeve Ferguson Monroe of Brock 
Township summoned the Sunder- 
land Fire Department which Tesp- 
onded and lent what assistance it 
could. 

The owner of the bar was prev- 
ented from attending the fire by 
reason of his wife's illness.

Nothing

The operation of the Lindsay 
Arena and the Lindsay Recreation 
Centre came in for a great deal of 
discussion at Monday eyening’s 
committe meeting of council when 
a committee report was read. De- 
puty-reeve A. E. Hick, chairman of 
@ committee to Jook into Arena 
costs, reported to the council body 
and touched off a discussion that 
eventually ended’ in a discussion on 
Kindergartens for Lindsay. “ 
Mr. Hick reported that a commit_ 
tee, made up of Reeve Butler, Ald. 
Baker and himself, had met with 
both the Recreation Centre and the 
Arena Committees to work out some 
solution to Alderman Cote’s 
problems. He said that the com- 
mittee would recommend taat the 
Recreation Centre assume 25 per 
cent of the water costs. In the past 
the Arena has paid 100 per cent 
of this cost which in 1951 amounted 
to $99.63. He reported that the 
committee had recommended “that 
the light bill of the two establish- 
ments be shared at the rate of 60 
per cent by the Arena and 40 
per cent by the Centre. In 1951, the 
light bill of $823.28 was paid with 
the Arena bearing 75 per-cent of 
the total He also reported that 
the committee would recommend 
that the fuel bill be divided differ- 
ently with the Arena paying 60 
per cent and the Centre 40 per 
cent. In 1951, The Arena psid 75 
per cent of the fuel bill There were 
some other considerations, said Mr. 
Hick, that he would like to see given 
to the Arena. He suggested that Mr. 
Cote had allowed 336 hours of free 
ice time to the minor hockey lea- 
gues which had not been recovered. 
He said that Mr. Cote had suggested 
a rate of $3 per hour, a figure, sald 
Mr, Hick, somewhat lower than the 
$8 or $10 per hour paid im other 
centres. Re. 
Ald. Peirce, at the conclusion of 
Deputy-reeve Hick’s report, objected 
| to the suggestion that the Recre- 
ation Centre should be required 
to pay anything for the ice time 
donated to the minor hockey league 
He claimed that it would be just as 
feasible for the baseball association ~ 
to charge for the use of their field. 
He also maintained that there had 
been occasions, such as when the 
hockey school was in progress last 
year, when the Recreation Centre 
had paid its share of the lights for 
20 days. He concluded by saying 
there was nothing in the budget to 
allow for any extra charges that 
may be imposed, \ 
Ald, Cote claimed that he had 
advised Ald. Peirce on the night the 
budget was set that he would be 
asking for some $700. He observed 
also that the Recreation Centre had 
| paia $500 for the use of the Rotary 
swimming pool as part of its pro- 
ject. In speaking of other costs, he 
stated that the furnace at the 
Arena had been going “fuul blast” 
during April to heat the Centre 
although the Arena was closed and 
had to pay 75 per cent of that fuel 
cost, 
Ald, Peirce stated that the Centre 
had not paid for the pool put had 
rather paid for the instructor. 
Mayor Lamb introduced the mat- 
ter of the Kindergarten which is 
-operated by the Recreation Centre. 
He asked if the chargs paid the 
total cost. If- not, he reasoned, why 
should the tajyn donate anything to 
what amounted to a private enter- 
prise, Ald Peirce replied that the 
Centre collected $250 per month in 
fees but spent only $180 in salaries. 
He said that if the kindergarten 
were closed, two extra rooms would 
be needed in every school.

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EDITORIALS 


ALL IS NOT WELL... 

There is a growing uneasiness in the minds of a 
number of residents in villages surrounding Lindsay 
whose children of high school age will shortly com- 
mence travelling long distances to Lindsay Collegiate 
to complete their education. From conversations with 
the parents of many of these teen-agers in the district 
it is apparent that they are not all pleased with the 
arrangement. " 

The distaste for the enlarged high school area 
arrangement which arises is, it would appear, not due 
to any any desire on the part of the affected parents 
to restrain Lindsay’s ambitions. It is based on what 
seems to be genuine concern for the future welfare 
of their children and of their own communities, 

One of the things which concerns them most is 
the great length of time which these young people will 
be away from home during the day. It will be neces- 
sary for some students to travel 25 miles or so each 
way daily to attend classes in Lindsay. This will mean 
that their tlme at home will be greatly restricted and 
by the same token, the period of parental supervision 
shortened. 

Another thing which concerns these people greatly 
is the possibility that Lindsay's accommodation will 
be entirely inadequate in certain respects, It is con- 
tended by some observers that Lindsay children alone 
will shortly tax to the limit the added facilities soon 
to be provided. For this reason they fear that the 
closing of existing continuation schools will result in 
curtailed instead of expanded educational facilities, and 
a generally unsatisfactory arrangement. 

Several parents in the affected area fee] that a 
graye mistake is being made in consolidating high 
school training units and that steps should be taken 
now to halt or at least modify the move before it is 
too late 

Perhaps one of the outstanding grievances arising 
out of the situation is that the people to be affected 
claim they had no real voice in the matter. It is con- 
tended in some quarters that the issue should have 
been put to a yote of the parents of high schoo] chil- 
dren. 

One thing emerges clearly from contact with people 
in th cted area: there is not universal, and doubtful 
majori ndorsement of the plan. It therefore must be 
asked: Is a great mistake, one which infringes on the 
rights of parenis, being made in pursuing high school 
area expansion? 
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IT ISN'T ALWAYS THE MOTORIST’S FAULT: 

Harlier this week an incident was witnessed on 
William Street North which should be recorded for the 
benefit of all parents of children who ride bicycles. 
Here it is: ‘ 

Two boys on one bicycle, one riding the handle- 
bars, were proceeding south on William St. above the 
Kent St. intersection. They were being followed by 
a car and, without warning, they swerved directly in 
front of the car. Fortunately the driver was quick 
with his brake foot and his brakes responded in time 
to avert tragedy. This should ordinarily have alarmed 
the boys as well as the motorist, but it didn’t appear 
to, They went off up the street presumably laughing 
at the reaction of the driver. 

Now, if those boys had been hit and hurt, who 
would have been held responsible or at least blamed 
by their family? Quite probably the motorist and yet 
in this case it would have been pointing the finger 
the wrong way. 

The incident serves to stress the need for parental 
instruction to young cyclists and insistence that they 
demonstrate their ability and willingness to co-operate 
in traffic by riding safely. It might be a good idea 
if bicycles were given a free license here so that in- 
siances of dangerous riding could be reported to 
parents and dealt with in a suitable manner. 
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THE TIME HAS COME... 

The time has come when Lindsay citizens may 
begin to take hope that the days of a disorderly gar- 
bage dump at the northwestern entrance to the town 
are nearing an end. Wow soon the situation can be 
remedied is largely a matter of how quickly a commit- 
tee appointed by Lindsay’s Council can make arrange- 
ments for new refuse grounds, 

The present municipal dump has been the target 
of considerable criticism over the years and it has 
mounted in tempo since the grounds being used have 
not had the services of a full-time caretaker. In ad- 
dition to the unsightly appearance of the dump and its 
disorderly contribution to the area surrounding it, there 
are occasions when dense smoke from fires thereon 
constitutes a definite highway traffic hazard, When the 
wind blows the opposite way the smoke which belches 
forth from the-amouldering fires could hardly be con- 
sidered a contributing factor to the health of the town. 

One of the tasks of the committee appointed will 
be fo interview members of Ops Council to see if the 
town can obtain authorization to dispose of their gar- 
bage in the area adjoining the town’s sewage disposal 
plant. At first glance this would appear to be a good 
location for a garbage dump although the area has a 
certain natural beauty which should not be ruthlessly 
destroyed. Jf the township does agree to let the town 
use a portion of the area for garbage disposal, (and 
it-is to be hoped it does), it would be well advised to 
insist that the work be carried out on an orderly basis. 

Failure to procure the rights in this area would 
necessitate giving consideration to other areas because 
it is apparent that the present site has outlived its 
usefulness and has now reached the nuisance stage. 

Leadership was shown in this matter Monday night 
by Ald. Jas McQuarrie and he was wholeheartedly sup- 
ported by members of Council, Their efforts will no 
doubt, be appreciated by all concerned,

THAT NORTHERN LIGNITE 

Possible use of the lignite deposits in Northern 
Ontario for electrcial power development purposes, or 
the manufacture of plastics, was intimated by Premier 
Frost at the anniversary banquet of the Ontario North- 
land Railway, 

Premier Frost said that scientific research is being 
made into the methods by which lignite can be used. 

If the present Ontario government succeeds in put- 
ting the lignite beds to work it will be an accomplish- 
ment that has baffled past administrations at Queen’s 
Park. 

The major difficulty to be overcome ig the ex- 
traction of the water from the fuel so that it will 
burn, and apparently the cost of extracting the water 
outweights the economies that might be effected by 
the use of lignite. 

Northern Ontario hopes that research will be able 
to find ways to bring about the economical development 
of the fuel—but the experience of the past 25 years 
has planted little seed of encouragement.

MOSQUITOES CAN GET ALONG 
WITHOUT US, BUT WON’T * 

The days in June may be rare but here in Orillia 
and district they bring the occasional mosquito as 
well as the joys of warmer weather, sunshine and 
summer sports. Efforts of the Board of Works to 
keep mosquitoes down to a minimum are much ap- 
preciated but there are always enough skeéters escape 
to remind residents of the menace they can be. 

There should be interest, therefore, in a news item 
which explains that mosquitoes can get along very 
well without us humans and we wish they would. This 
doesn’t seem to carry any weight with Mother Nature. 

According to an Ottawa correspondent, Canadian 
scientists have now exposed the mosquito as a critter 
who lives on nectar as his standard fare and goes for 
blood—human or animal—as a special fare. 

The more blood the mosquito can have the more 
of a pest it becomes. A blood diet increases the num- 
ber of eggs laid and the offspring is more vigorous. 

The Agriculture Department science service divi- 
sion of entomology, assisted by the Chalk River atomic 
plant and the National Research Council, has exposed 
the mosquito in all its villainy. 

Science long had been puzzled by the survival of 
the Northern mosquito, a particularly vicious type 
which makes life a misery to those who come within its 
range, from humans to lemmings. 

The question was how these insects survived when 
there was no blood available in the barren wastes 
where so many millions of them were found. 

It was believed that like the bee they searched 
‘for the nectar in flowers, when there was no way of 
satisfying their blood lust. 

In the area under study, flowers such as the 
Northern orchid were made radioactive. Then mos- 
guitoes in the vicinity were trapped and examined for 
radioactivity. It was proved that 75 per cent of these 
mosquitoes had dipped into the flower nectar and 
carried away traces of radioactivity to expose their 
operations when they come under the eye of delicate 
instruments, ‘ 

One thing leading to another, the scientists now 
examine the possibility that some mosquitoes live on 
blood alone, that is, if they had their residence in 
areas with Jarge populations of humans or animals. 

The proof seems to have been given that some 
species can survive without blood. But—and science 
offers no consolation to suffering summer humanity 
—every mosquito seems to prefer blood if he can get 
it—Orillia Packet and Times 


BE SURE CAR IN GOOD SHAPE 

The summer driving season is coming up, if it 
is not already at hand. Generally speaking it means 
a difference in’motor driving practices, 

Through the winter, driving of motor vehicles has 
been largely on a business basis and much of the 
traffic has been exclusive to the city streets where the 
intersections, the stop and go lights and conditions 
generally create the necessity for moderate speed and 
constant care, 

The call of. the summer is for the long road trips, 
largely for pleasure, and, as the open roads constitute 
also an invitation to speed, there comes a new and 
additional need for vigilance and care. This is not 
by any means confined to actual driving. It includes 
what is probably equally as important, the condition 
of the car, 

It is also to be remembered that, often, on these 
long trips the driver may be far from a service station. 
It follows that the car should be in first class condition 
in all respects, as regards brakes, the motor, oil sup- 
plies and. tires. This is the season above all others 
when owners and drivers should have the expert at- 
tention of the service garages in order that they may 
have maximum protection for use of both city and 
rural roads,—Oshawa Times-Gazette

For 
the same period in 1951, production 
totalled only 331311 pounds. 
| Durham County reported an even 
greater increase For April of this 
year, the report states that pro- 
duction amounted to 66,252 pounds 
in Durham County.*For April 1951, 
production totalled 61,264 pounds. 
By the end of April, Durham coun- 
|ty had manufactured 204,249 
| pounds this year. In the same per- 
jod last year, production amounted 
to 198,156 pounds.

Born Here, Sister 


Is Honored At North Bay 


An item of interest to Lindsay 
and Ops Township residents appears 
in a recent issue of the North Bay 
Dally Nuggett, It concerns Sister 
Mary Agnes who was born in Ops 
Township (west of Lindsay), Eliza- 
beth Kirley, daughter of Simon Kir- 
ley. She is the sister of Francis J. 
Kirley, and Mrs. P. J. Costello, of 
Lindsay, and Mrs. Joseph Ryan, The 
following is the excerpt from the 
Northern Ontario newspaper: 

“On Saturday, May 24, the Sisters 
of St, Joseph at St. Joseph's General 
Hospital commemorated the Golden 
Jubilee of Reverend Sister Mary 
Agnes, R.N. 

“The Sister entered the religious 
life in Peterborough in 1902 and 
later spent some time in Parry 
Sound. 

“During the period of construct- 
ion of the O.P.R. at Port Arthur 
around 1905, there was an epidemic 
of typhold which many will remem- 
ber. The Sister was one of ‘those 
who volunteered for service there. 
The work and hardship encountered 
by those volunteers was greatly 
increased by the necessity of draw- 
ing all water for the patients from 


Lake Superior in buckets and 
barrels. 
“When the dally care of the 


patients was over, the laundry was 
begum and the soiled linens were 
laundered during the night in 
readiness for use the following day. 

“About 1923 Sister Mary Agnes 
took a special course in St. Paul, 
Minn., from which she graduated 
as a registered laboratory techni- 
cian, She is still active in this pro- 
fession and 1s in charge of the 
laboratory at, the hospital. 

“In addition to her daily technical

duties, the Sister still performs the 
necessary night-time emergent 
procedures of blood grouping and 
other laboratory tests, Sister Mary 
Agnes received many congratulatory 
messages, gifts and visits from 
Sisters of the various houses of the 
Order of St. Joseph as well as from 
her friends in North Bay, Priests 
{rom Scollard Hall formed « choir 
at the celebration of High Mass 
Saturday morning in the chapel, A 
djyner in her honor was held at 
noon in the lecture hall. 
“During the afternoon Sister Mary 
received her friends and in the 
evening Benediction was held in the 
chapel.”

A British United Press Feature 

The flowers that bloom in the 
spring, tra-la, have nothing on the 
American college student, .. 

Campus capers -~~ like the recent 
spell of lingerie raids ---ore as 
muchja part of the college tradition 
as ivied halls, flowery lectures and 
moldy jokes. 

Take the word of Dean William 
Bear ---boss-man of the University 
of Arls and Science of New York 
University, Dean Bear can remem- 
ber way back when --- even before 
the crazy era of goldfish swallow- 
ing and phonograph record chewing 
in the '30's, 

Bear remembers the record chew- 
in epidemic . , .but hastens to add 
that no one chewed them at N-Y-U. 

They sailed ‘em instead. 

“T can remember one boy who had 
a tremendous collection,” says Bear. 
“For some reason, he just got tired 
of them. So he drifted over to his 
wondow and sailed them across the 
campus one by one,” 

“They floated beautifully. . .but 
it’s lucky they didn’t cut some- 
body's head off.” 

Bear wasn't fazed at all by the 
water-filled paper bags thut Bar- 
nard co-eds recently flopped from 
their dorm windows. Bear 
points out that aquatic bombs have 
been dropped from dorm windows 
since Plato and his pals started the 
first university. 

As a matter of fact, the dean 
figures the modern student is a 
pantywaist. In his day they didn’t 
drop water bombs on students. . . 
they walloped passing professors 
with them, 

Stacking was another favorite 
prank of years gone by, It went oul 
a long time ago when it got too 
rough, 

Stacking involved a good deal of 
work . . , first of all the victim had 
to be lured out of his room. . . then, 
a ang of husky and willing students 
had to be lined up. 

Bear explains: “The gang would 
enter the room of the absent student 
and stack everything in the room in 
one tremendous pile. Everything 
would go on it -_ tables, chairs, 
lamps, rugs, books, sofas, then, 
just to make the Job complete the 
victim's clothing would be tied in 
knots and added to the stack.’ 
Students used their imagination

in the dean's day. But their tastes 
sometimes ran to the bizarre, 

For instance, In Dean Bear's 
undergraduate days at Hamilton 
College in Olinton, New York, a 
bunch of students sneaked into 
the college chapel while everyone 
was gone, 

“Then,” says the Dean,” they 
went to work on the organ -~ re- 
moving all the pipes. It wasn't dis- 
covered until the next service when 
the organist sat down to play.” 

Bear figures that modern college 
students probably create a lot of 
noise with their capers but he thinks 
his generation was probably more 
damage-bent, 

“The old time raids were far moro 
destructive of property than any 
nowadays,” he snorts, * 

As an example of pure, unadorned 
property wrecking, Dean Bear sin- 
gles out a charming winter custom 
at Hamilton College. 

“The windows at Hamilton were 
made up of many small windows,’ 
says Bear. “All of the small windows 
were diamond shaped. . , and very 
difficult to replace.” 

So, says the Dean, the students 
engaged in calculated campaigns to 
break every window in sight. 

“We'd do it only in winter though 

. .we’d wait until the snow was 
good for packing.. then we'd en- 
gage in window breaking contests. 
It wasn’t easy. . . those little win- 
dows were very difficult to hit.” 

Of all the pranks the Dean has 
seen, however, his favorite occured 
years back. It happened at Hamilton 
too, 

“One of the boys was out for the 
day,” says Dean Bear. “So a bunch 
of jokesters went into his room and 
started carryin out furniture, They 
carried it right out to the lawn out- 
side the dorm, Then they went back 
for the rugs, bookcases, everything 
,...and brought those out too” 

“In a matter of minutes, says the 
Dean “the student's complete room 
Was set-up on the lawn , and 
as a sort of crowning touch, they 
hooked-up his lamps through a long 
extension cord.” 

“When the student came home 
that evening. . . the lamps were 


burning. . . .and so was the stu- 
dent,” 

Says Dean Bear ---Believe me, I 
know --_ because I was the stu- 
dent.”

He says that other items, includ- 
ed in the Canadfan family budget 
as staples, such as nylon hose, are 
practically non-esistent in Eng- 
land. This, he claims, is because the 
British factories are presently pro- 
ducing as much as possible for ex- 
Port and heavy taxes have been 
placed on home consumed articles 
to discourage buying. The average 
worker, he says, earns about six or 
eight pounds per week, which at the 
lowered value of the pound, means 
between $15 and $20 per week. 
These low salaries, he adds, also 
provide a great deterrent to a home 
market. 

For those who can buy, he says, 
homes and cars are still very 
Scarce. He recalls a friend who sold 
jhis car some five years ago to buy 
a new vehicle. For the past five 
years he has been trying constant- 
ly to buy a new car, says Mr. Wil- 
liamson, and still has not been able 
to find one. Homes are even more 
rare. He says that there are indi- 
cations that this housing shortage 
will not be met for another two de- 
cades and some people feel lucky if 
they have been promised a house 
in 20 years time. 

Mr. Williamson spent some time 
on the Channel Islands, especially 
Guernsey, where he has relatives 
and later flew to France. There, he 
says, it will take 20 years for the 
people to clear up the bomb dam- 
age.

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Hydro Rate Hike 
Held Probable 


Toronto, June 18—(BUP) — 
Hydro Chairman Robert H. 
Saunders says electrical power 
rates will probably go up for 
Ontario consumers next year, 

But he has one word of cheer 
—rates will stay the same for 
the rest of this year. 

Saunders says the. proposed 
rate increases would be due to 
the fact that hydro now has to 
use more and more of the expen- 
sive steam-generated power, 
because the St. Lawrence power 
project is not yet available. 
Saunders blames this on United 
States indecision and delays in 
handling the project at Wash- 
ington. 


Sees 39-40% 
Sewage Plant 
Surcharge Need 


The Lindsayy Board of Water 
Commissioners ,which has been 
presented with a proposal to pay 
for the sewage disposal plant, has 
not yet passed any opinion on whe- 
ther they would accept such a pro- 
posal. One member of the Board 
has indicated, however, that the 
30 per cent surcharge suggests by 
‘Ald. Lloyd Burrows would be inade- 
quate. 

Maurice Collins, one of the Com- 
missioners, was the only member 
to discuss the at any 
length at a meeting of the Board 
on Tuesday evening. He told mem- 
bers of the Board that a surcharge 
of roughly 39 or 40 per cent would 
be necessary to raise the amount 
of money needed. He claimed that 
Mr. Burrows, who had introduced 
the plan to a joint meeting of coun- 
cil and the Water Board last week, 
had made his recommendation of 
a 30 per cent surcharge on a $70,000 
income of the Water Board. Mr. Col- 
lins said that the gross income of 
the Board did amount to $70,000 
but this included water sold to this 
municipality and other residents 
outside the town. He claimed that 
the town would not be anxious to 
pay a surcharge towards the sew- 
age disposal plant and it was doubt- 
ful if nelghbouring residents out- 
side the town limits would consid- 
er it necessary. He therefore set 
the income upon which the sur- 
charge would be paid at $58,000. In 
thig case, he said, a surcharge of 
39 or 40 per cent would be needed 
to raise the necessary funds annu- 
ally to pay for the new plant.

U.S. Senate 
Kills Seaway 
Project Bill 


(British United Press) 

The American Senate has sent 
the St. Lawrence Seaway project 
bill back to the committee stage. 

The move means that the measure 
is killed for this session of the U-S 
Congress, The vote was closer than 
expected—43 to 40. 

Immediately after the U-S Sen- 
ate turned down the measure, ex- 
ternal Affairs Minister Lester Pear- 
son commented that Canada should 
go ahead immediately with an all- 
Canadian project. 

Pearson told the BUP in Ottawa 
that it’s obvious that the seaway 
bill will not get out of committee 
stage and back to the floor of the 
U-S Senate before the American 
elections in November, 

President Truman made an eley- 
enth-hour appeal to the Senate. He 
said failure to Join Canada in the 
project will be one of America’s 
worst economic mistakes. 

Truman said Canada will develop 
the combined waterway and pow- 
er project if the United States fails 
to join in the project. That 
might open the way for unwise div- 
ision of the resulting power, Tru- 
man sald, and would cause steel 
producers to pay tolls on ore im- 
ports with possible dislocations in 
the industry as a result. 

“It will be one of the worst ec- 
onomic mistakes the country has 
ever made to allow that great pro- 
ject to go by default,” Truman 
wrote, “If Canada constructs the 
waterway then no doubt some fut- 
ure administration will allow New 
York and Quebec to obtain all the 
power. This is one of the worst 
things that could happen in the 
northeast section of te country.” / 

Truman added: “If Canada builds 
the waterway, and they expect to 
build it, we will pay toll on every 
ton of steel that comes from the 
fron deposits in Labrador,

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5,000 Lunge 
Once Speared 
In a Season 


This story about the village of 
Coboconk is written just one year 
too late to be in keeping with the 
settlement’s 100th birthday. It 
was in the year 1851 that the first 
saw-mill was built there and lum- 
bering has been one of its main in- 
dustries ever since, although on 
a somewhat modified scale. The 
reason for the modification being 
attributed to the unsystematic cut- 
ting of the primeval forests which 
once prevailed. Nowadays much of 
the lumber processed at Coboconk 
is hauled in from outside points 
and even this supply is dwindling. 
Harvey Farrow, manager of Wal- 
Jace Veneers, Lid., is a man who 
has spent 29 of his 43 years in the 
lumber business. Starting when he 
was 14, back in 1923, he has work- 
ed ever since at the same stand al- 
though the company itself has 


merly the Gull River Lumber Co., 
with head office at Lindsay, and it 
was developed by James Peel. 

The company is now, and has 
been for some time the village's 
stabilizing industry. It @mploys a- 
pout 21 hands and its principal 
manufacture is basket veneer in 
the production of which, maple, 
beech, basswood, birch and poplar 
logs are used. 

Most of the logs used nowadays 
are purchased largely from farmers. 
The annual log buy runs to about 
600,000 board feet and roughly 2,000 
feet are processed daily. 

Mr. Farrow says the supply is 
not adequate at the present time 
and he predicts it will get worse 
unless systematic cropping is put 
into effect. He advocates taking 
out nothing under 12 inches in dia- 
ameter as a practical long-term 
method of building up reserve tim- 
ber. 

For many years the Canada Lime 
Co. operated lime kilhs in Coboconk 
which gave employment to a num- 
ber of men. With its passing the 
employment horizon darkened and 
it looked as though this industry 
was destined for extinction. However 
this past few months have bright- 
ened the picture considerably and 
there is hope now that the lime 
processing business will be in op- 
eration again by fall. Toronto inter- 
ests are reliably reported to be on 
the verge of installing a modern 
rotary kiln to process lime from 
the limestone formations which a- 
bound at the southern limits of the 
village, It is now freely predicted 
that this plant will be in opera- 
tion before long. - 

Coboconk is a most attractive 
village and water is visible from 
almost every part of it. Because of 
its natural beauty, Coboconk has 
attracted its quota of Kawartha 
district tourists and extensive sum- 
mer resort development is in pro- 
gress particularly along the Gull 
River where it moves out into Bal- 
sam Lake. Other development is in 
progress along the, Gull River at 
the entrance to the chain of lakes 
which extends from North of Co- 
boconk to Norland. The scenery in 
the district is unsurpassed in the 
lower highlands and the drive be- 
tween Rosedale and Coboconk is 
ever an enchanting experience 
The same may be sald of the scen- 
ery along the route north of Co- 
boconk to Norland. 

The village proper has long been 
famous as a fishing ground and 
the dam never fails to lure fisher- 
men in the open season. Legend has 
it that in the spring of 1886 over 
5,000 lunge were speared at Cobo- 
conk during the running season® 
The pickerel catch this year is re- 
ported to have been good. 

The name of the village was given 
it by the Indians but in a slight- 
ly different form—they called it 
Quash-qua-be-conk and translated 
this menns “where the gulls nest,”

ACTION NOW .... 

A contributor writing over the signature “Action 
now” has appealed for the development of some effec- 
means of reducing railway crossing accidents and 
this is an appeal which should not go unheeded. The 
loss of life, property damage, coupled with the mental 
hazard entailed for those who survive these tragedies, 
is such as to warrant the taking of any econorhically 
practical step to eliminate these disasters. 

The need for some real concentration on the level 
crossing problem and an adequate early solution is 
emphasized with the advent of large-scale diesel train 
operations. The present coal-fired locomotive is more 
conspicuous in transit than the oil-burning diesels 
which glide over the rails with a minimum of show. 
For this reason it is possible that motorists will be 
even more susceptible to the dangers attendant upon 
level crossings when diesel trains come into wider use 
as is planned now. 

However, regardless of the application of modern 
devices to warn motorists of the approach of trains 
at level crossings and the proximity of the crossings 
themselves, nothing will ever be invented which will 
do away with the necessity for being observant. Re- 
gardless of how effective the warning apparatus is, 
it will still be necessary for the motorist to keep eyes 
and ears open to dangers attendant upon level cros- 
sings. The first step in eliminating crossing accidents 
is for the motorists to obey existing warning signals.

The Value of Out-Patient Mental 
Clinics 

Just a few years ago it was re- | 
alized that, at the rate, at whicn | 
our mental hospitals were filling up, 
eventually one-half of the populat- 
ion would be needed to care for the 
other half, which would be confined 
in these hospitals. Fortunately, the 
shock method of treatment by in- | 
sulin, metrazol and electricity was 
discovered. A large percentage of | 
cases were cured and many patients | 
improve to the point where they | 

were no longer in need of special 
| care, 

However, our mental specialists, 
by means of out-patient clinics, are 
able to treat many patients in the 
early stages of mental disease. Many 
of these are so helped that they 
will make useful citizens and it will 
never be necessary to place them in 
mental hospitals, 

In the British Medical Journal, 
Dr. H. Wilson writes about the 
early diagnosis of schizophrenia 
that type of mental disease in which 
the patient appears to be absolutely 
normal at times and at other times 
behaves in an abnormal manner. 


The main sympton in schizo- | 
phrenia is “discorded thought.” 
; About three-quarters of these cases 
begin between the ages of 15 and | 
30, Unfortunately, the behavior ot | 
some teen-agers who are normal is 
sometimes not unlike that of 
| schizophrenia, “Often the home en_ 
vironment is filled with wooly- 
minded, undependable, unstable | 
persons. The body build is often the | 
thin, test-tube type with cold hands 
and feet, without emotional warmth, 
incapable of genuine. friendship, 
either coldly calculating or indiffer- 
ent.” The early or beginning symp- | 
toms are a falling off in normal | 
interests and fatlure in concentra- 
tion. “The patient is aloof and 
dreamy, may say that things seem 
different and that he feels chang- 
ed.” If asked the cause of his 
changed feelings he can’t explain it | 
or blames others.

A member of 
the committee which has worked 
successfully to give the village a 
modern arena, he is anxiously aw- 
aiting the formal opening with thé 
commencement of winter sports 
this year. The arena, a large met- 
al sheeted structure 1s located high 
on a hill to the right as the village 
is entered. It was built there, 50 
the committee explains, for two 
principal reasons, Its foundation 
is of solid rock and the site was an 
economical one becavse to have 
built on other available Jand would 
have meant much ground prepara- 
tion. Public subscriptions plus a 
provincial grant made it financlaJy 
attainable after long effort. 

Clarence Weaver and Frank Kerr 
operate a business in Coboconk 
which specializes in finished wood 
specialties. They make lawn chairs, 
sash, screen doors, punts, etc. 

Cook, Ham and Bone was the un- 

usual combination of names of 
three former Coboconk businessmen. 
Ham was the owner of a store in 
which Cook did business and Bone 
was Cook’s employee. 

Ross Faulkner is busy at the mo- 
ment renovating a shop on the vil- 
lage’s main street to cater to the 
appetites of villages and trav- 
ellers. But he wasn't too busy the 
other day to produce some old books 
he found in the process of reno- 
vating. One of these books belong- 
ed to the John Ham of the “Cook- 
Ham-Bone” combination. He was a 
blacksmith by trade and his re- 
cords throw some interesting light 
on the costs of having blacksmith 
work done back in 1877. During that 
year he kept close record of his 
work and prices charged. A whole 
team could be shod for $5 then 
and much of his work brought in 


|much smaller returns. Twenty-five 


cents was standard fare in those 
days for many odd jobs such as re- 
moving a pair of horseshoes, repair- 
ing harness, making a bolt and dril- 
ling it, etc. There were larger jobs 
of course, but for these payment. 
Was not infrequently made in trade. 
As an example he took 5 cords of 
wood in part settlement of one ac- 
count, 

Ninety-three - year - old Frank 
Cooper, a pioneer resident, still has 
faith in the game resources of the 
district. This despite the fact that 
he didn’t get a deer last year, He 
Says it was the first time inall the 
years he has gone hunting that he 
failed to bring out his own supply 
of venison.

Big Gray Fly And Caterpillars 
Busy Rubbing Each Other Out 


Indications are that Mother Na- 
ture is solving the forest tent cat- 
erpillar problem in the Trent Dis- 
trict. A large gray fly, a parasitic 
insect, is now arriving in this area 
in hordes to exterminate the cat- 
erpillar and forestry officials be- 
lieve that the end of the tent cat- 
erpillar for some years is in sight. 

District Forester A. B. Wheatley, 
of the Lindsay office of the De- 
partment of Lands and Forests, an- 
nounces that J. Cecil Charboneau, 
Insect Ranger, Division of Forest 
Entomology, Federal Department 
of Agriculture, is. presently in the 
Trent District at Minden, making 
a study of this parasite and the 
forest tent caterpillar, Mr, Wheat- 
ley says that the ravages of the 
caterpillar this year seem to be 
more patchy than last year al- 
though other officials claim that 
the caterpillar is just as plentiful. 
The Eastern Caterpillar, which 
also ig présent in this district, is 
presently at its peak, says Mr. 
Wheatley. The forest caterpillar mi- 
grates from tree to tree through 
the forest but the eastern caterpil- 
lar remains in a tent in apple, 
cherry, hawthorne and other cul- 
ivated trees. The parasitic fly, says 
Mr. Wheatley, is attacking both 
types of caterpillar. 

The fly, which is about twice the 
size of an ordinary housefly, is 
quite plentiful in the forest areas 
of Victoria and Haliburton, says 
the District Forester. He says that 
a trip through the woods now would 
find swarms of them, especially in 
areas where the caterpillar 
abounds, This parasite, he says, 
lays its eggs in the caterpillar. When 
the caterpillar goes into a cocoon, 
the parasite’s eggs hatch, consum- 
ing the caterpillar’s body. 

More flies hatch out instead of 
moths and eventually the supply of 
caterpillars decreases to the point 
where they are not seen at all. 
With their “carrier” exterminated, 
the life span of the lfy is also end- 
ed and shortly it too disappears 
with the caterpillar, says Mr. Wheat- 
ley. Then, the cycle begins again 
and in about a dozen years the 
tent caterpillar is back in numb- 
ers, Meanwhile the parasitic fly is 
reinforcing its numbers also but 
since it depends on the caterpillar 
it cannot form such great numb- 
ers as fast as the caterpillar and 
hence the caterpillar gets» a head 
start. 

Forestry officials believe that 
this may be the last large hatch of 
tent caterpillars for some years. 

Rumours that the flies have been 
imported from Mexico or elsewhere 
to combat the tent caterpillar are 
absolutely groundless says Mr. 
Wheatley. He claims that the flies 
follow the caterpillar and arrive in 
numbers only when their means of 
support also develops in numbers. 
Mr. Wheatley says that the flies 
are native and have not been not- 
iced in this part of the country in 
recent years.

Closing Bylaw 
Is Overruled 


The Montreal Superior Court has 
overruled a ‘civic by-law forcing re- 
tail stores to remain closed on six 
Roman Catholic Holy days. 

The decision was delivered by 
Minister Justice Arthur I, Smith 
who says the by-law deals with the 
Criminal Code and can only be 
handed down by the Federal Go- 
vernment. 

Smith’s ruling also declared ille- 
gal a Quebec statute which gave 
the city of Montreal authority to 
pass the law. 

It sought to force the closing of 
retail stores, on Christmas Day, New 
Years Day, Ephiphany, Ascension 
Day, All Saint Day and the Feast of 
the Immaculate Conception. 

About 200 stores already have 
been fined forty dollars under the. 
bylaw for remaining open on two 
holy days since the law was passed.

Claim Reds 
Are Clearing 
No Man’s Land 


(British United Press) 


Refugees are streaming into 
Free Germany from the Soviet 
zone ... and they tell of violence 
and bloodshed. - 

‘The refugees say at least three 
Germans have been killed and 
hundreds have been wounded resis- 
ting Communist Police who are 
clearing a no-man’s land between 
the Allied and Soviet sectors. The 
towns people fought with clubs and 
knives, axes and pitchforks, in a 
desperate attempt to save their 
homes. Some fled across the bord- 
er to safety, but thers were herded 
into trucks and driven deeper into 
East Germany, 

The Communists, meanwhile, say 
they are being compelled to form 
an East Germany army. Informed 
sources say the first battalion of 
600 men is already under arms, 

The Communists plan to have 
12 divisions of 120-thousand men 
under arms be the end of the year, 

In Italy also, violence is walk= 
ing hand-in-hand with Commun= 
ism.

EDITORIALS 


THOSE LONG MEETINGS .... 

Those long meetings are becoming the rule and 
not the exception with Lindsay's Council again. 

There was a period a couple of years back when 
long meetings were in vogue and at that time it was 
found desirable to hold two regular meetings of Coun- 
cil monthly and one committee meeting. This proved 
to be unpopular with the succeeding council and the 
procedure was dispensed with. For a while the busi- 
ness of council was handled with dispatch and ad- 
journments came at reasonable hours—10:30 or 11:00 
p.m. Lately, this trend has been reversed and the mid- 
night and after meeting has become almost routine. 

The principal reason for these prolonged meetings 
is not obscure and in the jgterests of the ratepayers 
a determined effort should be made to eliminate it. 
Reference is made to lengthy and pointless speaking 
to the various matters which arise. It is not infrequent 
that discussions are prolonged just for argument’s 
sake, long after the obvious solution has been arrived 
at. There is little doubt but what the meeting time 
could be greatly reduced and the town’s interests more 
efficiently served if needless word-play were eliminated. 


TAX LOAD MAY SOON BECOME BURDEN 

There is every indication that Lindsay’s tax load 
may soon become a burden . . . a burden that the 
majority of taxpayers aren’t going to relish. Recent 
developments within the town such as the completion 
of several public school additions, the sewage disposal 
plant, street re-paving and so forth have now pro- 
gressed to the point where pay day is at hand. Natur- 
ally, before anything can be paid for the money must 
be found and in the case of municipal governments 
the most of its money comes from only one source 
—taxes. Thus the taxpayers of the town are shortly 
to be called upon to dig down and produce the neces- 
sary cash. 

The town’s tax collector's report earlier this week 
indicated that even at their present level, taxes are 
not as easy to collect as one might imagine. A sig- 
nificant rise in tax arrears in recent months indicates 
that the role of the taxpayer is getting more difficult 
to play. It will not be surprising, therefore, if some 
real difficulty is experienced collecting taxes when all 
the extras have been tacked on. 

Perhaps such extravagances as Lindsays “Old 
Home Week” fiasco and other ‘“money-down-the-drain” 
projects will not make such popular joke materials 
when the sobering effect of rising tax bills is fully felt. 
Much of the money wasted on such nonsense would 
have been very useful now in alleviating some of the 
tax burdens which confront an: expanding munici- 
pality. 

SUMMER SAFETY 

Vacation time is just around the corner for 
hundreds of families within the reading zone of this 
newspaper and its approach prompts a note of caution 

Holidays for many families mean boating, swim- 
ming, fishing and other activities at the lakeside. This 
in turn means that families are exposed to dangers to 
which they may not be as alert as might be desired. 
And this suggests a need for proper regard for the 
basic principles of safety coupled with adequate super- 
vision by senior members of families over the younger 
ones 

Most adult people instinctively know when they 
are contemplating doing something of a risky nature 
while around or on the water. 
ish to dive into strange waters; that they shouldn't 
stand up in a boat; that swimming should not follow 
immediately after a meal; that great care is needed 
in using fishing tackle while others are about; that 
an inexperienced person should not venture out in a 
boat; that swimming alone is not the wisest thing to 
do, and a number of other things which fre- 
quently lead to trouble. Being possessed of this in- 
stinctive knowledge then, it is up to-adults to pass 
it along to youngsters and apply it in the interests of 
their own safety. 

Before going on vacation it might be a good idea 


to stock up on basic first aid supplies to treat the _ 


results of probable minor misadventures such as cuts, 
bruises and possible contact with poison ivy, etc. It 
might also be a profitable plan to become familiar with 
artificial respiration procedure in order to render 
prompt help to victims of water disasters. 

Thus equipped the vacationing family should be 
in a position to deal with many of the emergencies 
which are apt to arise while holidaying. However, 
prevention is still superior to cure and the whole fam- 
ily should co-operate in the interests of safety so that 
their holiday would be as it should—a happy one. 


QUEEN STREET GREATLY IMPROVED 

Local citizens having occasion to travel along 
Queen Street within the past few days probably have 
been impressed with its improvement since spring. 
The widening of the street has greatly facilitated 
traffic.. Repairs made to the old street, plus the pay- 
ing of the widened strip, have made this thoroughfare to 
all appearances as good as an entirely new street. At 
the moment loads of loam have been dumped at inter- 
vals along the boulevard for dressing purposes and 
when the entire project is complete Queen Street will 
be second to none in Lindsay. 

If any criticism of the improved street were to 
be offered, it would be directed at the absence of a 
pedestrian path for a considerable distance along the 
south side. This undoubtedly creates a safety hazard 
by forcing pedestrians either to walk on the roadway 
or to cross to the opposite side of the street. Possibly 
the Board of Works could see its way clear to grade 
a pedestrian path on the south side and, if paving 
is out at the moment, provide residents with a crushed 
stone footpath. 

The next street widening project of any size in 
Lindsay will be along Lindsay St. South. This is a 
much needed improvement and may help to facilitate 
traffic, At the present time this street is very con- 
gested on days of heavy travel.

MONTREAL STORES OPEN FOR $40 EACH 

Last autumn Montreal city hall officials decided 
that all stores must close on all Quebec religious 
holidays. The first test case of the new by-law came 
-on a December Saturday, Concepton Day. Nearly 
five hundred Montreal shops, defied the law and stayed 
open. They were all haled into court. Some 200 were 
fined the maximum of $40 and costs, while others 
pleaded not guilty. They are still awaiting trial. 

On May 22nd came the next of the four special 
religious holiday: Ascension Day. Again many stores 
stayed open (More than a hundred plainclothesmen 
of a “shopper’s squad” patrolled the city streets to 
gather evidence against the shops.) 

As a result of these holiday actions, all the major 
departmental stores in Montreal (except Dupuis 
Freres) are taking court action contesting the validity 
of the by-law. Subpoenas were served a week ago 
upon Mayor Houde directing him to appear in Superior 
Court and to produce the originals of two letters. One 
was from the Archbishop of Montreal, the other from 
another Roman Catholic cleric, written to Mayor Houde 
expressing their favour of the proposed by-law. Both 
letters were dated in October, and copies of both were 
on the desks of the city councillors when they met in 
the first week of November to consider the draft of 
the by-law. The court action taken by the big stores 
to test the by-law will be interesting. Big legal guns 
have been retained by the stores, by the city, and 
even by the Attorney-General of the Province, Premier 
Duplessis.—Peterborough Examiner

Burrows Claims 


Ald. Lloyd Burrows, in his pro- 
Posal to council of a new system 
of financing the sewage disposal 
plant, claims that this method 
would actually save the householder 
considerable money annually be- 
cause of the distribution of costs. 
According to figures worked out by 
him, the average householder would 
pay slightly more than half as 
much annually if the town adopted 
his scheme than the householder 
will psy if the debenture debt is 
paid through the general tax rate. 

Ald, Burrows ssys, using his own 
water bill as an example, that it 
would cost him $6.84 per year if the 
town adopted his plan. He’ claims 
that if the deebnture is paid in the 
customary method, that is tnrough 
the general levy, it will cost him 
about $12.24 annually. 

To illustrate, he says his water 
bill of $5.70 would be increased by 
30 per cent, the stipulated sur- 
charge, to pay for the sewage dis- 
posal plant.

A 21-year-old Lindsay man plea- 
ded guilty to a charge of being 
intoxicated on the same date, In 
commenting on the case at this 
point, Magistrate Gee observed that 
these men, the two accused, appear_ 
ed to be a sample of the present 
generation.

He also ordered a fine of $10 
plus $2.50 costs or in default ten 
days. 

A third man, a 30-year-ola resi- 
dent of Lindsay, was charged with 
supplying liquor to two minors, one 
of whom was the i7-year-old lad 
who had pleaded guilty earlier to 
consuming. It was also alleged in 
the charge that he had supplied 
liquor to an 18-year-old youth who 
faced charges later in the hearing. 
The accused pleaded not guilty 
to supplying the 17-year-old youth 
but admitted supplying the 18-year_ 
old youth. He later changed this 
plea of guilty maintaining that he 
was unaware of the accused's age. 

The manager of the L.CB.O. 
store here in Lindsay testified as 
to purchases of eight bottles of 
wine by the accused on the date 
that the offence was alleged to take 
place. 

The 17-year-old youth was now 
called as a Crown witness but he 
denied any knowledge of any wine 
being given to him by the accused. 
In his examination, Crown Attor- 
ney L. W, Jordan observed that 
there appeared to be a number of 
things that evening which he had 
not seen. Mr. Jordan opined that 
the lad would “see a lot of things 
before he got much older.” 

When it came to the point where 
the Crown was to present evidence 
to indicate that the accused had 
supplied liquor to the 18-year-old, 
the accused stated that he was un- 
aware of the age of the accused 
and thought him 25 He stated that 
he had accompanied the accused on 
several occasions to hotels in Lind- 
bay. 

The 18-year-old youth took the 
stand and stated that he did not 
think that the accused knew how 
old he was. Mr. Jordan told the 
Court that it was permissable for 
the presiding judge to decide whe- 
ther a minor appeared his age or 
not. The 18-year-old’s 20-year-old 
brother was brought into Court and 
he also stated that the accused had 
no idea of the age of either bro- 
ther. 

The accused, in his argument, 
maintained that several waiters in 
the hotels had been mistaken about 
the 18--year-old’s age and asked 
that the case be dismissed because 
of the lad’s deceptive appearance. 

His Worship registered a convic- 
tion and stated that since the 18- 
year-old apparently had not made 
his age known he would sentence 
the accused to the minimum pen-

Recalled 


The land for the church and cem- 
etery was donated by Alexander's 
brother, Colonel Isaac Preston, who 
served in the Rebellion of 1837 - 38 
and later organized the Lifford 
Company of the 46th East Durham 
Regiment.

1,250 tons of crushed stone pyramids 
up to 250,000 tons in the year. 
People who have never visited this 
industry probably visualize it in 
terms of the small stone crushers 
which operate in, gravel pits in 
various parts of the province. No- 
thing could be farther removed from 


any way except that both produce 
crushed stone. 

The enterprise at Kirkfield vir- 
tually constitutes what is known 
as “open pit mining” but in this 
case “open pit quarrying” would be 
@ more apt term. 

In the nearly half-century that 
the industry has been in operation 
thousands upon thousands of tons 
of limestone have been gouged out 
of the earth’s crust until now a 
yast, vertical-walled pit extends for 
hundreds of feet back and across 
from the pit’s entrance. 

This is no miniature industrial 
operation—All day long marrow 
guage locomotives (“Dinkies” they 
are called), shuttle back and forth 
from quarry to mill hauling eight 
rock cars loaded with limestone. At 
the pit face where the rock is being 
quarried a power shovel loads the 
cars at the rate of three-and-a-half 
tons per minute. These locomotives 
will haul 20-ton loads. The man in 
charge of operations is Superintend- 
ent W, J. Barker. He has been with 
the firm for 27 years and he knows 
the limestone quarrying business 
inside and out. He is assisted in 
the office end of things by Jim 
Wilson, shipper and timekeeper. 

Asked what the principal uses 
of the firm’s rock products were, 
Mr. Barker explained that the big 
market lies in the construction in-~ 
dustry, road and railway mainten- 
ance. The construction industry 
finds crushed rock makes better 
cement by making it possible to 
obtain a more uniform mix. Road 
builders use it for surfacing and 
in asphalt mixtures, while railways 
use it for ballast. 

At the outset of this story it was 
related how the plant's high chim- 
ney carried off operational dust. 
But it doesn’t carry off all the dust 
because the heavy particles of dust 
are salvaged and bagged just like 
cement, The superintendent ex- 
plains that this dust is used as a 
filler in asphalt —it gives it body, 
The crusher and quarrying activi- 
ties operate for about eight or nine 
months of the year. During the off 
months, which are due to climatic 
conditions, there are a number of 
the men kept on the job repairing 
and conditioning equipment for the 
next season's operations, 

The plant employs 36 men at 
the height of its working year. Some 
of these men live right at the 
quarry in houses owned by the com- 
pany. Twelve families tenant the 
company’s frame dwellings. 

The firm’s oldest employee is Jack 
Wilson and the superintendant 
estimates that he has been on the 
job since 1908—43 years spent pro- 
cessing limestone. 

In the company’s office a picture 
of the founder hangs on the west 
wall. It is the likeness of Geo. 
Essery who organized the company 
at the turn of century and managed 
it into the 1920s. The superintendent 
says the older hands had a great 
deal of respect for Mr, Essery and 
like to see his picture given an 
honored place in the office.

Not To Force 
Letter Of Law

The case also marked 
the first time that a lady lawyer 
had ever appeared in a Peterbor- 
ough Court. 

Lindsay, the Gateway to the Ka- 
warthas, is somewhat ahead of the 
Lock City in the matter of lady 
Jawyers. For the past few years 
now, Mrs. Thelma Thomson, Lind- 
say solicitor, has been appearing 
in Lindsay Courts, Magistrate's 
Court, General Sessions and Sup- 
reme Court sittings. But apparently 
according to members of the Pet- 
erborough Court this was the first 
time in anyone's recollection when 
a lady lawyer had appeared on. be- 
half of a client in Court. She was 
Miss Beatrice Lyons, of Toronto, 
who appeared for the plaintiff in 
the case, Marcel Hofer, now of Ot- 
tawa, but a former farm owner in 
the Bobcaygeon-Nogies Creek area. 

The suit was brought by Hofer 
against Count Paul Cziraky, both 
former Hungarian aristocratic stock, 
as a result of a deal between the 
two friends for the farm. Mr. 
Hofer was to receive $3,670 in cash 
and the balance of the amount 
owing, $4,000 was to be in the form 
of a mortgage. The action resulted 
because Mr. Hofer had alledgedly 
not obtained the mortgage. 

Justice Treleaven advised the two 
men to try to make a peaceful set- 
tlement out of Court and advised 
“don't be too insistant on your 
strictly legal rights.” The case was 
adjourned.

Alberta Floods 
Causing Anxiety 
In Edmonton 


Thousands of persons in Edmon- 
ton are preparing against the dan- 
ger of a major flood. . the North 
Saskatchewan River is rising at the 
rapid rate of six Inches an sour. 
The flood level of 75 feet is ex- 
pected to be surpassed some time 
Tuesday and residential areas are 
bracing themselves against the 
torrent of muddy water that may 
pour over the banks. 

Civil Defense Chiefs and Mayor 
William Hawrelak, of Edmonton, 
have warned citizens to take ade- 
quate precautions and place their 
possessions on top storeys in their 
houses. 

Hawrelak says an evacuation may 
be ordered if the occasion arises. 
The North Saskatchewan flood 
waters, swollen by a week of torren- 
tial rains, is heading to the Alberta 
capital from Rocky Mountain House, 
100 miles southwest of the city, and 
officials expect the worst flood since 
1944, when the river reached a crest 
of 79 feet.

When sowing in midsummer 
vegetables for fall and winter 
harvest—the best of the year—it 
is important to select varieties 
which will mature in time to escape 
being frozen. 

Quickest maturing vegetable is 
the early radish which matures in 
20 days; and slowest are winter 
onions which reghire 115 days. 

Between these extremes are va- 
Tieties which may take 40, 60 or 
80 days to reach the size and 
quality which best fits them for 
table use. 

Seed catalogues usually give the 
maturity date for each variety list- 
ed. From your jocal weather bu- 
Teal you can ascertain the sver- 
age date of the first killing frost 
in your vicinity. Compare these 
two, and you can easily avoid crops 
which have no chance to develop 
fully before winter. 

There are two salad crops which 
are at their best in the fall—endive 
and Chinese cabbage. Chinese cab- 
bage which matures in 90 days is 
difficult to grow in the summer, be- 
cause it runs to seed, but in the 
short days of autumn, it makes 
beautiful elongated heads of crisp 
leaves having 2 suggestion of cab- 
bage flavor which are delicious 
cooked or raw. 

Vegetable crops which should not 
be sown in June include peas, 
early radishes, lettuce and spinach, 
Ail these requine cool weather, and 
you may sow very early kinds in 
August, so they will mature in the 
autumn. 

Quick maturing crops include 
snap beans, beets, carrots, endive, 
lettuce, kohlrabi, turnips, spinach, 
peas and radishes. The later you 
sow, the “earlier” should be the 
variety you sow. 

Several vegetables can be left in 
the garden late into the winter, or 
all winter long, and harvested as 
needed, to be thawed out and 
served.

TO OVERCOME PERIODS 
OF SHORT GRASS SUPPLY 
Continuous Grazing Provided 
With Supplementary Pastures 


During the past few years there 
has come to be a wider appreciat- 
jon of the real value of good hay and 
pasture crops. One of the results of 
this has been closer attention to 
the selection of good grass and le- 
gume mixtures and a general im- 
provement in management methods. 

However, even with such factors 
and under normal weather condi. 
ions there are periods when there 
is liable to be a shortage of grasses 
and legumes, unless some steps are 
taken for the provision of supple- 
mentary pasture in order that good, 
uninterrupted grazing may be en- 
joyed and benefited from during 
the entire season 


when there is liable to be 2 shoriage 
of suitable grazing. Tnese are in 
early Spring, during ths hot, dry 
weather which is so prevalent in 
July and August and again during 
the cool weather of late Fail. For- 
tunately there are certain crops 
which can be used to provide suit- 
able grazing durimg each of these 
periods, so that the regular grasses 
and legumes do not have to be 
grazed to death in order to provide 
the herd with suitable forage. 

Good pasture for Fal] and Spring 
is provided from Fali rye sown at 
two bushels per acre, seeded gener- 
ally in the early part of August. 
It provides a good early Spring 
growth and gives a chance for the 
regular pasture to get a good start 


| grazed too severely it can be left 
| for grain or it can be plowed down 
| and the land seeded to late sown 
| crops. In Eastern Ontario the gen- 
eral practice in plowing down rye in 
| the Spring is to follow with either 
| silage corn or potatoes. 

For the hot, dry midsummer 
period one of the best emergency 
hay crops which can be used is a 
| mixture of oats and peas. Unger 
| normal conditions it will yield more 
|than two tons per acre of high 
quality hay. Smal] seeded peas are 
| pest suited for this mixture with the 
| rage of sowing being recommended 
at two bushels of oats and one of 
peas per acre. Oats may be used 
alone and cut green for hay but 
curing is easier with peas included 
It should be sown as early as pos- 


| sible. 


Another satisfactory mixture for 
the midsummer period is made up 
of oats and sweet clover, sown in 
May and using two and one-half 
bushels of oats and 15 to 20 pounds 
of scarified sweet clover per acre. 
Stock can be turned on this within 
about six weeks with grazing being 
sufficiently heavy to prevent the 
cats from heading. The swe=t clover 
comes along for later pasture. The

Sudan grass is one of the best 
and heaviest producing emergency 
pasture crops available. It is high- 
ly palatable, of good nutritional 
value and withstands dry weather 
well. It is adapted to a wide variety 
of soils providing they are warm, 
dry, well-drained and the growing 
season is reasonably warm. It is a 
heavy producing crop and hence 
should be grown on soil with an 
abundant supply of available soil 
fertility.

Officials say the 
Yaw bone meal from Europe caused 
recent outbreaks of Anthrax disease 
in the Mid-West. 

Im the first three months of this 
| year, nearly 400 Anthrex outbreaks 
Were reported, Cattle and hogs were | 
Killed in 22 states with the heaviest 
damage centered in Ilmois, Michi- 
gan, Indiana. lows, and Ohio. 

The important bone meal had 
been used in mixed feeds. The U-S 
Department of Agriculture says they 
don’t think all the Anthrax trouble 
Was caused by the bone meal. But 
the important ban was issued on 
request of spokesmen for important 
livestock industry groups.
